T. H. Williams and George Rose Here — If the 
Courts Decide Against Ascot Park, 
Arcadia Likely to Take Its Place. 



Roseben Wins in His Own Peerless Way and 
Ampedo Scores in a Fast Mile and a 
Half — Other Choices Beaten.

Williams, iireshlent i>f the I’aeilie .liK-key Cluh,” 
said Oi'<)ij;e Uose yeslenhiy afteniiMxi. “Mr. Wil- 
liams was to liave Is-eii li.-re tills iiioniiiiK, Imt Ids 
train lias la-eii delayed ami lie will not arrive until 
late in the day. If 1 havi* tlm.* t<» eoiifer with 
him and jjet away, 1 shall depart for Los .tniteles 
tonight. 

“My pnriiose in seeking a eonferenee wltli .Vlr. 
Williams is to aseertalii whetlier a meeting, at the 
pvojeeted new .\rcadia trai-U in the vleinlty of 

I.«a Angeles will rei-eive tlie sancti.m ami proteetlon 
of the I’aeilie .l.s'key Clnli. 1 ft-el assured of his 
friendl.v fe*ding in tlie matter, lint desire to pro- 
ceed regularly and take nothing for granted. 1 have 
no other husiness liere than this ami having been 
in Euro(>e for some montlis tiack, am not clearly 
Informed as to liow alTairs stand at l»s Angeles 
In relation to the new track. Hence my anxiety 

to arrive* there us spiH-dlly as may lie possible. 

“My impression and belief is that the track at 
Arcadia will he pushed to completion In time for 
racing about Thanksgiving Day, the time It haa 
heretofore opened at Ascot I’ark. I am read.v to 
take whatever financial interest In the track other 
persons interested may deem desirable. I see by the 
newspapers that Barney Schrelber has concluded to 
become a stockholder. I do not know that this is 
true, but I hope it Is. He is a good man and hlS 
name will add to the popularity of the new course. 
Mr. Baldwin will, of course, be heavily interested 
and I have no doubt other men of wealth and high 
standing will be stockholders. 

“I am informed there has lieen talk about another 
new track elsewhere near I.iOs Angeles, but I think 
only one will be constructed and that one will bo 
at Ai'cadla. It is or can be, made conveniently 
accessible readily. The Santa Fe road will run a 
spur track directly to the grwinds whenever asked 
to do so. Trolley service direct is already In opef- 
atinu and Mr. Huntington, who is very enterprising 
and obliging In such matters, will no doubt provide 
inereaseil facilities, so that everybody who wishes 
to do so, can go from Los Angeles to the track in 
three (piarters of an hour or less. 

“It has been frequently stated that Arcadia Is 
twent.v-two tulles distant from Los Angeles, but It 
is really only eighteen miles away and will ba 
reached In less time than It takes a New Yorker 
to arrive at any of the big tracks near that city. 

“The ground selected for the new track Is level 
and retjuires little grading. For all I know consid- 
erable of the necessary work has alread.v been done. 
At any rate, the track and its appointments can 
easily be made ready In time If the necessary sanc- 
tion of our governiug organization Is secured. 

“I have beeu told that a track has been projected 
at Venice witli ‘Curly’ Brown as promoter and 
Tim Mullivau of New York as one of his backers, 
but I thiuk the story has no foundation. Brown 
may be willing to promote such an enterprise, but t 
think Sullivan unlikely to concern himself in It. 

*‘.\s to otficlals, I have no opinion other than I 
consider It probable that Colonel Hamilton will pre- 
side at .\readia as he has in the past at Ascot 
I’ark. Naturall.v, my new associates will have their 
own views as to the composition of the ofiSclal staff 
of the new track and what pleases them will please 
me. We will have' to prepare oar new track and 
l.iiiidings before bothering alKuit officials. 

“Of course there is a possibility that we may 
not have to remove from Ascot Park, but we will be 
prepared for any eventuality. Our effort to have 
the annexation of the track to Los Angeles set 
aside failed In Iho lower courts, but the case is 
now Iiefore the Supreme Court of California on ap- 
I>cal and may possibly be decided in our favor. A 
decision Is expected within two mouths and ma.v 
have considerable effect on the Los Angeles racing 
situation.” 

It has l»e«n rumored that Martin Nathanson ot 
this city may be connected with the new track la 
an official cjipaclty as .secretary, or pos-slbly as a suc- 
cessor to J. W. Brooks. On the other hand, it has 
been said that .Mr. Brook* will be with the new 
organization In the same position as at Ascot Parl^lf 
But from what Mr. Rose said It is evident noth- 
ing has as yet been definitely decided in either 
case. 

President Thomas H. Williams of the Pacific 
Coast Jocke.v Club, arrived In Chicago last night 
about 5 o'clock, and Is at the Wellington. He and 
Rose were together all evening.

Cliarlcs Edward is one of the equine 
celebrities of tlie year and justly so. He is uiiquestioualdy a higli class young horse by nature, but 
infirm legs stand in the wa.v of ids lieiug kept always at his best and it is only when the care of a 
skillful trainer puls him In good racing (ondttlon at intervals, tliat lie is able to run to tlie limit of his 
natural endowment. In the earl.v pari of last year he was deemed one of the first flight two-year-olds 
and won the rich National Stallion Slakes from Superman, ' De .Mund and three utliers in .V.li at Belmont 
Park. 

Cliarlcs Edward was evidently out of form at .Saratoga this >ear ami was iiudly heateii In his two 
starts, hut at tlie preceding Brighton Beaeb meeting lie was in superli eouditiun and in the Brighton 
.Mile, Seagate .Stakes and .Brighton Derby gave astonishing displays of grand speed. In the Brighton 
Mile with IH jiCiaids uji. he defeated Pallet, 114. Dr. (lardner, 1-ii, Elect ioiiet'r, 114 and Nealen, 120 in 
winning liy four lengths witli such case as to show eoneliisivcly tliat lie could liave set a new mile 
record had he lieeii pushed out. In the Seagate .Stakes witli 120 pounds up he defeated Diiimi Ken, 123, 
Moiifort, 110, Zamhesi. 120. and Kentucky Beau. I07, riiniilng tlic mile and an eighth in the amazing time 
of li.'iOS and winning liy si.\ leuglhs with all case. In tlie Brigliton Derby, with 120 |smnds on each, he 
led Frank tiill from start to finish ami, running tlie mile and a half in 2:;t0J, won liy five lengths 
ami demonstrated tliat he was a sta.ver as well as a eolt of grand sliced. Tliese three races may be taken 
as tokens of what Ciiarles Edward could do at any time if a sound horse.

Only last week the horse was claimed 
liy “Kid” McCoy’s brother and suhstsiucntly resold 
lo Carman at a profit of $1.1(X». 

A tremendous killing was made on him by Cariimn 
today. It is said tliat Mark Antony II. won first 
class races over the grass coiirw's In England and 
lie was hacked witli supreme confidence today and 
won like a crackerjack. 

From what tiirfmeii say at present Peter Pan 
will come back to llie races in the spring as sound 
ns ever, and will l>e sent after some of the big 
handicaps.
